2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present invention 
is directed to a run-flat tire. Each independent claim identifies the uniquely distinct features "a 
support core member in the cavity of a tire and a tire monitoring device includes a transmission 
antenna which disposed on a support core member surface " in combination with the manner 
claimed. The closest prior art, Karbo et al. [US 4,160,234] discloses a tire monitoring 
transmission antenna which molded integrally with the support core member, however, either 
singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render the above underlined limitations 
obvious.
